Resolution  approving  the  Cooperative  Agreement  between  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  and  the  State  of  California  Department  of  Transportation  concerning  the  new 
street  construction  for  the  King  Street  Westbound  Frontage  Road  and  ancillary 
improvements  at  Fifth  and  King  Streets  intersection  with  State  Route  280  and 
authorizing  official  acts  in  furtherance  thereof. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  ("City")  and  the  State  of  California 
Department  of  Transportation  ("Caltrans")  desire  to  construct  the  King  Street  Westbound 
Frontage  Road  and  ancillary  improvements  to  the  Fifth  and  King  Streets  intersection  with 
State  Route  280  ("Improvements");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  Caltrans  desire  to  effectuate  an  agreement  that  defines  the 
terms  and  conditions  under  which  said  Improvements  are  to  be  designed,  constructed, 
financed,  and  maintained  (the  "Cooperative  Agreement");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Said  Cooperative  Agreement  provides  that  the  City  will  design,  construct

North  and  under  the  Mission  Bay  North  Owner  Participation  Agreement,  FOCIL-MB,  LLC,  a 
Delaware  limited  liability  company  ("FOCIL")  is  responsible  for  design,  constructions, 
construction  costs  and  one-year  warranty  of  the  Improvements;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  FOCIL  has  completed  design  of  the  Improvements  and  the  San  Francisco 
Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW")  and  Caltrans  will  approve  said  design;  and, 

WHEREAS,  DPW  will  issue  a  Street  Improvement  Permit  (the  "Permit")  to  construct  the 
Improvements.  Said  Permit  contains  a  provision  whereby  FOCIL  agrees  to  perform  all  work 
and  take  on  all  responsibilities,  liabilities,  costs,  construction  oversight,  and  all  other 
obligations  assigned  to  the  City  by  the  State  in  the  Cooperative  Agreement;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  construction  of  the  Improvements  will  provide  and  improve  vehicular 
and  pedestrian  flow  in  the  area;  and, 

WHEREAS,  DPW  and  Caltrans  have  reviewed  and  approved  the  Cooperative 
Agreement.  A  copy  of  said  Cooperative  Agreement  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 

Supervisors  in  File  No.      061515  and  is  incorporated  by  reference  as  though  fully  set 

forth  herein;  and,

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Public  Works  Code  Section  786,  permission  was  requested  by 
David  Meckel,  President,  California  College  of  the  Arts,  to  occupy  a  portion  of  the  public  right- 
of-way  to  install  one  sub-surface  conduit  under  Hooper  Street  between  07th  and  08th  Streets; 
and,  one  sub-surface  conduit  under  Carolina  Street  between  Channel  and  15th  Streets  as 
shown  on  the  plans,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  061622  ;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department,  by  letter  dated  August  30,  2006,  declared  that 
the  proposed  encroachment  is  in  conformity  with  the  General  Plan  and  with  the  priority 
policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101 .1 .  A  copy  of  said  letter  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  061622  ,  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and, 


determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in  this  Resolution  are  in  compliance  with  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources  Code  sections  21000  et 
seq.).  Said  determination  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and, 


WHEREAS,  In  the  abovementioned  letter,  the  Planning  Department  also 
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WHEREAS,  At  a  duly  noticed  public  hearing  on  November  8,  2006,  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  recommended  approval  of  the  proposed  encroachments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  permit  and  associated  encroachment  agreement  shall  not  become 
effective  until  the  Permittee  executes  and  acknowledges  the  permit  and  delivers  said  permit  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Works.  A  copy  of  the  permit  and  agreement  are  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  061622  ,  and  are  incorporated  herein  by 
reference;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Permittee,  at  the  Permittee's  sole  expense  and  as  is  necessary  as  a 
result  of  this  permit,  shall  make  the  following  arrangements: 

(a)  To  provide  for  the  support  and  protection  of  facilities  belonging  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  and 
other  City  Departments,  and  public  utility  companies;  and 

(b)  To  remove  or  relocate  such  facilities  and  provide  access  to  such  facilities  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing,  reconstructing,  maintaining,  operating,  or  repairing  such  facilities: 
and  , 

WHEREAS,  The  Permittee  shall  procure  the  necessary  permits  from  the  Central  Permit 
Bureau,  Department  of  Building  Inspection  and/or  Bureau  of  Street-Use  and  Mapping, 
Department  of  Public  Works,  and  pay  the  necessary  permit  fees  and  inspection  fees  before 
starting  work;  and. 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  implement  an  annual  assessment  fee  as 
set  forth  in  Public  Works  Code  Sec.  2.1.1  (h)  (iii)  for  the  use  of  said  right-of-ways,  which  shall 
be  increased  at  the  beginning  of  each  fiscal  year  based  upon  the  Consumer  Price  Index 
quotient,  and  shall  be  re-evaluated  by  DPW  every  five  (5)  years;  and. 

WHEREAS,  No  structures  shall  be  erected  or  constructed  within  said  street  right-of- 
way  except  as  specifically  permitted  herein:  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Permittee  shall  become  a  member  of,  participate  in  and  share  in  the 
costs  associated  with  Underground  Service  Alert  (U.S.A.)  Northern  California  Region;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Permittee  shall  assume  all  costs  for  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  the 
encroachments  and  no  cost  or  obligation  of  any  kind  shall  accrue  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  by  reason  of  this  permission  granted;  now,  therefore  be  it

WHEREAS,  Mobbing,  a  common  form  of  workplace  harassment  where  one  group  of 
employees  psychologically  harasses  or  bullies  another  colleague,  directly  impacts  not  only 
the  emotional  well-being  of  those  targeted,  but  also  the  productivity  of  the  entire  workforce; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Over  the  past  two  decades  social  scientists  have  documented  this 
workplace  phenomenon  and  its  effects  on  both  employees  and  employers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  psychological  harassment  can  be  manifested  in  the  form  of  verbal 
comments,  constant  criticism,  isolation  and  withholding  information  among  many  other 
harassing  behaviors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mobbing  often  targets  employees  whose  excellent  job  performance 
distinguishes  them  from  colleagues;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Workplace  harassment  has  a  tangible  effect  on  the  emotional  well-being, 
job  performance  and  physical  health  of  those  targeted;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Though  every  incident  of  mobbing  differs,  they  often  follow  a  predictable 
pattern  that  begins  with  increased  intimidation  and  isolation  and  climaxes  with  a  claim  by  a

Resolution  declaring  the  intent  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  to 
reimburse  certain  expenditures  from  proceeds  of  future  bonded  indebtedness; 
authorizing  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  (the  "Director")  to  submit  an 
application  and  related  documents  to  the  California  Debt  Limit  Allocations  Committee 
("CDLAC")  to  permit  the  issuance  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $55,000,000  for  Mason  Street  Affordable  Housing 
Development;  authorizing  and  directing  the  Director  to  direct  the  Controller's  Office  to 
hold  in  trust  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $275,000  in  accordance  with  CDLAC  procedures; 
authorizing  the  Director  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  the  City  has  on  deposit  the  required

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within  the

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WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue 
bonds  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by  entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes  the 
legislature  of  such  state  to  provide  the  method  of  allocating  authority  to  issue  qualified 
mortgage  revenue  bonds  within  such  state;  and,

On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the 
Project  is  $55,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an 
approval  of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the 
financial  structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's

bonds. 

An  amount  equal  to  $275,000  (the  "Deposit")  is  hereby  authorized  to  be 
held  on  deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and 
the  Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit 
shall  consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section 
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51 5.01  of  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (the  "Hotel  Tax 
Fund"). 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  an 
amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of  California  from  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund,  if 
required. 

Section  11.  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees 
with  respect  to  the  Project,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  submission  of  the  application  to 
CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved.

Resolution  endorsing  the  efforts  of  the  City,  the  Redevelopment  Agency  and  Lennar 
Corporation  to  generate  a  conceptual  proposal  for  a  mixed-use  development  on 
Candlestick  Point  and  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  that  includes  the  possibility  of  a  new 
state-of-the  art  stadium  and  associated  parking  for  the  San  Francisco  49ers  and  that 
will  provide  parks  and  open  space,  jobs,  affordable  housing  and  other  tangible 
economic  and  other  public  benefits  for  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  community  as  soon 
as  possible,  and  urging  the  Redevelopment  Agency  to  work  with  the  City  to  amend  its 
exclusive  negotiations  agreement  with  Lennar/  BVHP  Partners  for  the  Hunters  Point 
Shipyard  to  provide  for  an  integrated  redevelopment  project  on  Candlestick  Point  and 
the  Shipyard. 

WHEREAS,  The  Bayview  Hunters  Point  ("BVHP")  community  has  one  of  the  lowest 
median  income  and  highest  unemployment  rates  in  the  San  Francisco,  and  the  betterment  of 
the  quality  of  life  for  the  residents  of  the  BVHP  Community  is  one  of  the  City's  highest 
priorities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Redevelopment  of  the  Candlestick  Point  and  Hunters  Point  Shipyard 
areas  with  a  mixed-use  project  would  provide  much  needed  parks  and  open  space, 
employment,  and  affordable  housing  opportunities,  as  well  as  other  tangible  economic  and 
public  benefits,  for  the  BVHP  community  in  particular  and  the  City  as  a  whole;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  June  1997,  the  electors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
adopted  two  measures  -  Proposition  D  and  Proposition  F  -  providing  for  the  development  of  a 
new  state-of-the-art  stadium  for  the  San  Francisco  49ers  and  entertainment  retail  shopping 
center  at  Candlestick  Point;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Under  Proposition  F  the  people  of  San  Francisco  adopted  a  policy  that 
Candlestick  Point  and  the  surrounding  area  is  the  most  suitable  location  in  San  Francisco  for 
the  construction  of  a  new  49ers  stadium  and  that  the  development  associated  with  the 
stadium  development  would  assist  in  revitalizing  the  economy  of  the  BVHP  area  and  provide 
jobs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  For  several  years  following  the  approval  of  Propositions  D  and  F,  the  City 
worked  with  the  49ers  and  its  developer  partner,  the  Mills  Corporation,  to  pursue  a  plan  for 
developing  the  stadium  and  adjoining  entertainment  retail  shopping  center  project,  but  that 
plan  proved  to  be  economically  and  practically  infeasible,  and  in  the  Fall  of  2005,  the  49ers 
terminated  their  exclusive  negotiation  arrangement  with  the  Mills  Corporation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  the  Fall  of  2005,  the  49ers,  after  having  conducted  a  competitive 
process  for  a  new  developer  partner,  selected  Lennar  Corporation  ("Lennar")  to  explore  the 
feasibility  of  a  new  plan  for  development  of  a  stadium  in  the  context  of  a  comprehensive 
mixed-use  project  at  Candlestick  Point;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Over  the  course  of  about  18  months,  Lennar,  working  in  cooperation  with 
the  49ers  and  the  City,  created  a  new  preliminary  plan  that  would  provide  for  a  world-class 
49ers  stadium  and  related  mixed-use  development  at  Candlestick  Point,  consisting  of  about 
6,500  new  housing  units,  including  affordable  units  and  the  replacement  of  the  Alice  Griffith 
Public  Housing  Development,  together  with  retail  and  commercial  uses,  new  public  open 
spaces  and  major  improvements  to  the  state  park,  and  substantial  transportation 
improvements  at  Candlestick  Point;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  the  Fall  of  2006,  the  49ers  decided  that  the  proposed  plan  for 
Candlestick  Point  did  not  fully  meet  their  needs  for  a  new  football  stadium,  and  on  November 
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8th  the  49ers  announced  that  they  would  instead  focus  on  examining  the  feasibility  of  a  new 
stadium  in  Santa  Clara;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  November  21 ,  2006,  Lennar,  in  conjunction  with  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Economic  and  Workforce  Development,  presented  at  a  public  hearing  before  the  full  Board  of 
Supervisors  the  preliminary  plan  for  the  stadium  related  development  Candlestick  Point;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Although  the  49ers  acknowledged  that  the  preliminary  plan  for  Candlestick 
Point  was  a  great  plan  for  mixed-use  development,  the  49ers  stated  that  it  did  not  work 
adequately  for  their  football  needs  mainly  because  of  concerns  about  the  inclusion  of  a  large 
parking  garage  that  would  serve  49ers  fans,  the  cost  and  risk  of  completion  of  the  necessary 
transportation  improvements,  the  impacts  on  stadium  operations  during  the  construction  of  the 
development,  and  the  risk  of  the  entitlement  process;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  49ers  are  an  important  source  of  civic  pride  and  are  closely  identified 
with  San  Francisco,  having  played  in  San  Francisco  since  the  1940s  and  at  Candlestick  Point 
since  the  early  1970s;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  remains  committed  to  addressing  the  49ers'  concerns  and 
examining  a  new  plan  that  meets  their  needs,  but  at  the  same  time  the  City's  primary  goal  is 
to  assure  that  it  can  produce  a  plan  that  is  fiscally  prudent  for  the  City  and  that  will  deliver 
parks  and  public  open  space,  jobs,  affordable  housing  and  other  tangible  economic  and  public 
benefits  to  the  BVHP  community  and  the  City  as  soon  as  possible;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  March  1999  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  (the  "Agency"),  through  a  competitive  process,  selected  Lennar/  BVHP  Partners,  an 
affiliate  of  Lennar,  as  the  primary  developer  of  the  Hunters  Point  Shipyard,  and  Lennar/  BVHP 
Partners  has  since  been  working  diligently  with  the  City,  Agency  and  the  United  States  Navy 
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to  provide  for  the  environmental  remediation  and  transfer  of  the  Shipyard  by  the  Navy  to 
facilitate  the  redevelopment  and  economic  revitalizations  of  the  former  base;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  July  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by  Ordinance  No.  285-97,  adopted 
a  Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  revitalization  of  the  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  Project  Area,  and  in 
June  2006,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by  Ordinance  No.  113-06,  adopted  a  Redevelopment 
Plan  for  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  Project  Area,  including  land  in  Candlestick  Point;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Following  the  49ers'  announcement  in  November  2006  that  they  would 
concentrate  on  exploring  the  feasibility  of  building  a  new  stadium  in  Santa  Clara,  Lennar,  in 
cooperation  with  the  City,  has  expended  significant  resources  and  has  been  working  diligently 
on  a  new  preliminary  plan  that  would  site  the  stadium  and  related  parking  on  the  Hunters 
Point  Shipyard,  and  would  provide  for  an  integrated  mixed-use  development  across  both 
Candlestick  Point  and  the  Hunters  Point  Shipyard;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  the  Mayor's  December  28,  2006  letter  to  the  49ers,  a  copy  of  which  is 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.0"10  w?iich  is  hereby  declared  to 
be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein,  the  Mayor  set  forth  a  new  preliminary 
plan  based  on  such  planning  work,  treating  Candlestick  Point  and  the  second  phase  of 
development  for  the  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  as  an  integrated  project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  policy  goals  adopted  by  the  People  of  San  Francisco  under 
Proposition  F,  as  well  as  the  objectives  for  this  area  under  the  BVHP  and  Shipyard 
Redevelopment  Plans  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  public  benefits  under  the 
earlier  Lennar  plan  for  Candlestick  Point  can  best  be  achieved  by  consolidating  the 
revitalization  of  Candlestick  Point  and  the  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  as  a  single  project;  and,

obligations  or  liabilities  of  the  City,  are  necessary  or  advisable  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of 
the  Agreement  or  this  Resolution,  and  are  in  compliance  with  all  applicable  laws,  including 
City's  Charter.

[Bond  Sale  for  Seismic  Safety  Loan  Program  Bonds.] 

Resolution  authorizing  and  directing  the  sale  of  not  to  exceed  $35,000,000  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Taxable  General  Obligation 
Bonds  (Seismic  Safety  Loan  Program,  1992),  Series  2006A;  approving  the  form  of  a 
credit  agreement  pursuant  to  which  such  bonds  will  be  issued  and  sold;  prescribing 
the  form  and  terms  of  said  bonds;  authorizing  the  execution,  authentication  and 
registration  of  said  bonds;  providing  for  the  establishment  of  accounts  related  thereto; 
approving  modifications  to  documents;  ratifying  certain  actions  previously  taken;  and 
granting  general  authority  to  City  officials  to  take  necessary  actions  in  connection  with 
the  authorization,  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  said  bonds. 

WHEREAS,  In  November  1992  the  voters  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
"City")  approved  Proposition  A  ("Proposition  A"),  which  authorized  the  issuance  of 
$350,000,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of  general  obligation  bonds  (the  "Bonds")  to  provide 
funds  for  loans  to  finance  the  seismic  strengthening  of  unreinforced  masonry  buildings  within 
the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  160-94  (the  "Authorizing  Resolution"),  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  (the  "Board")  of  the  City  on  February  22, 1994  and  signed  by  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  (the  "Mayor")  on  February  25,  1994,  the  City  authorized  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds, 
and  the  sale  of  the  first  series  of  not  to  exceed  $35,000,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
said  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  necessary  and  desirable  to  issue  an  additional  portion  of  the  Bonds  in 
a  series  to  be  entitled  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Taxable  General  Obligation  Bonds 
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(Seismic  Safety  Loan  Program,  1992),  Series  2006A  (the  "Series  2006A  Bonds"),  in  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  $35,000,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  are  issues  specific  to  this  transaction  that  are  outside  of  the  City's 
customary  credit  profile,  including  the  City's  inability  to  spend  Series  2006A  Bond  proceeds 
unless  and  until  applications  submitted  by  private  borrowers  for  such  funds  are  approved; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Director  of  the  Office  of  Public  Finance  has  negotiated  a  private 
placement  arrangement  for  the  Series  2006A  Bonds  that  will  limit  the  outstanding  general 
obligation  bond  debt  to  the  amount  necessary  to  fund  approved  private  loans,  thus  avoiding 
significant  costs  associated  with  a  more  traditional  competitive  sale  structure  under  this  bond 
program;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Series  2006A  Bonds  are  being  issued  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing 
Resolution,  Title  5,  Division  2,  Part  1 ,  Chapter  3,  Article  4.5  of  the  California  Government 
Code  (the  "Act"),  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  a  duly  held  election;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  shall  constitute  authorization  of  the  Series 
2006A  Bonds  within  the  meaning  of  Section  864  of  the  California  Code  of  Civil  Procedure; 
now  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Conditions  Precedent.  All  conditions,  things  and  acts  required  by  law  to 
exist,  to  happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to  and  in  the  issuance  of  the  Series  2006A 
Bonds  exist,  have  happened  and  have  been  performed  in  due  time,  form  and  manner  in 
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accordance  with  applicable  law,  and  the  City  is  now  authorized  pursuant  to  its  Charter  and 
applicable  law  to  incur  indebtedness  in  the  manner  and  form  provided  in  this  Resolution. 

Section  3.  Documents.  The  documents  presented  to  this  Board  and  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors")  are  contained  in  File  No.  O(a[(a0\ 

Section  4.  Issuance  and  Sale  of  Series  2006A  Bonds.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes 
the  issuance  and  sale  of  not  to  exceed  $35,000,000  principal  amount  of  bonds  to  be 
designated  as  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Taxable  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Seismic 
Safety  Loan  Program,  1992),  Series  2006A"forthe  purposes  set  forth  in  Proposition  A 
approved  by  the  voters  on  November  3,  1992.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  or 
her  or  his  designee  (the  "Director  of  Public  Finance")  is  hereby  authorized  to  determine  the 
various  terms  of  the  Series  2006A  Bonds,  subject  to  the  following  terms  and  conditions:  (i) 
the  Series  2006A  Bonds  shall  not  have  a  true  interest  cost  in  excess  of  12%;  and  (ii)  the 
Series  2006A  Bonds  shall  not  have  a  final  maturity  date  after  2036.  The  Director  of  Public 
Finance  is  further  authorized  to  give  the  Series  2006A  Bonds  such  additional  or  other  series 
designation  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  such  series  from  every  other 
series  and  from  other  bonds  issued  by  the  City. 

Section  5.  Approval  of  Credit  Agreement.  The  form  of  the  Credit  Agreement  (the 
"Credit  Agreement")  between  the  City  and  a  purchaser  to  be  determined  by  the  Director  of 
Public  Finance  ("Purchaser"),  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  approved  and 
adopted,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be 
necessary  or  desirable,  made  in  accordance  with  Section  16  hereof.  The  Mayor  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  for  and  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  execute  and  deliver 
the  Credit  Agreement  in  substantially  said  form,  with  such  changes  therein  as  such  officer 
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may  require  or  approve  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  such  approval  to  be 
conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  thereof. 

Section  6.  Execution,  Authentication  and  Registration  of  the  Series  2006A  Bonds.  Thej 
Series  2006A  Bonds  shall  be  in  fully  registered  form  without  coupons  in  such  denominations 
as  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  shall  determine.  The  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  directed 
to  cause  the  Series  2006A  Bonds  to  be  prepared  in  sufficient  quantity  for  delivery  to  or  for  the 
account  of  the  purchaser  thereof  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  his  or  her 
designee  (the  "Clerk  of  the  Board")  is  hereby  directed  to  cause  the  blanks  to  be  completed,  to 
cause  the  seal  of  the  City  to  be  reproduced  or  impressed  thereon,  to  procure  their  execution 
by  the  proper  officers  of  the  City  (including  by  facsimile  signature  if  necessary  or  convenient), 
and  to  deliver  the  Series  2006A  Bonds  when  so  executed  to  said  purchaser  in  exchange  for 
the  purchase  price  thereof,  all  in  accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  Series  2006A  Bonds  and  the  certificate  of  authentication  and  registration  of  the 
Treasurer  or  his  or  her  designee  and  the  form  of  assignment  to  appear  thereon  shall  be 
substantially  in  the  form  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A  (a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  and  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  fully  set  forth 
herein)  with  necessary  or  appropriate  variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as  permitted  or 
required  by  this  Resolution. 

Only  such  of  the  Series  2006A  Bonds  as  shall  bear  thereon  a  certificate  of 
authentication  and  registration  in  the  form  herein  recited,  executed  by  the  Treasurer,  shall  be 
valid  or  obligatory  for  any  purpose  or  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution,  and  such 
certificate  of  the  Treasurer,  executed  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the 
Series  2006A  Bonds  so  authenticated  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  delivered  hereunder 
and  are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution. 
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The  Treasurer  shall  assign  a  distinctive  letter,  or  number,  or  letter  and  number  to  each 
Series  2006A  Bond  authenticated  and  registered  by  him  or  her  and  shall  maintain  a  record 
thereof  which  shall  be  available  for  inspection. 

Section  7.  Registration  Books.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  at  the 
office  of  the  Treasurer  or  at  the  designated  office  of  any  registrar  appointed  by  the  Treasurer, 
sufficient  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of  the  Series  2006A  Bonds,  which  shall  at  all 
times  be  open  to  inspection,  and  upon  presentation  for  such  purpose,  the  Treasurer  shall, 
under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  he  or  she  may  prescribe  under  the  terms  of  this 
Resolution  and  the  Credit  Agreement,  register  or  transfer  or  cause  to  be  registered  or 
transferred,  on  said  books,  the  Series  2006A  Bonds  as  herein  provided.  The  City  and  the 
Treasurer  may  treat  the  registered  owners  of  the  Series  2006A  Bonds  as  the  absolute  owners 
thereof  for  all  purposes,  and  the  City  and  the  Treasurer  shall  not  be  affected  by  any  notice  to  the 
contrary. 

Series  8.  Transfer  or  Exchange  of  Bonds.  Any  Series  2006A  Bond  may,  in 
accordance  with  its  terms,  the  terms  of  this  Resolution  and  the  terms  of  the  Credit  Agreement, 
be  transferred  upon  the  books  required  to  be  kept  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  6 
hereof,  by  the  person  in  whose  name  it  is  registered,  in  person  or  by  the  duly  authorized 
attorney  of  such  person  in  writing,  upon  surrender  of  such  Series  2006A  Bond  for 
cancellation,  accompanied  by  delivery  of  a  duly  executed  written  instrument  of  transfer  in  a 
form  approved  by  the  Treasurer  and  upon  such  other  conditions  as  required  by  the  Credit 
Agreement. 

Any  Series  2006A  Bonds  may  be  exchanged  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  for  a  like 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  other  authorized  denominations  of  the  same  interest  rate  and 
maturity. 
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Whenever  any  Series  2006A  Bond  shall  be  surrendered  for  transfer  or  exchange  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Credit  Agreement,  the  designated  City  officials  shall  execute 
(as  provided  in  Section  6  hereof)  and  the  Treasurer  shall  authenticate  and  deliver  a  new 
Series  2006A  Bond(s)  of  the  same  interest  rate  or  rates  and  maturity  in  a  like  aggregate 
principal  amount.  The  Treasurer  shall  require  the  payment  by  any  bond  owner  requesting  any  { 
such  transfer  of  any  tax  or  other  governmental  charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such 
transfer  or  exchange. 

Section  9.  Terms  of  the  Bonds;  General  Redemption  Provisions.  The  Series  2006A 
Bonds  shall  each  be  dated  the  date  such  Series  2006A  Bonds  are  purchased  by  the 
Purchaser  under  the  Credit  Agreement  (the  "Dated  Date").  The  Series  2006A  Bonds  shall 
bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date  until  the  principal  is  paid  in  full  at  rates  to  be  determined 
pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  Credit  Agreement,  calculated  on  the  basis  of  a  360-day  year 
comprised  of  twelve  30-day  months,  payable  December  15,  2007,  and  semiannually 
thereafter  on  June  1 5  and  December  1 5  of  each  year  (or  such  other  dates  as  may  be 
designated  in  the  Credit  Agreement). 

The  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Series  2006A  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  lawful 
money  of  the  United  States  of  America  to  the  owner  thereof  in  the  manner  provided  in  the 
Credit  Agreement. 

Each  Series  2006A  Bond  shall  bear  interest  which  shall  accrue  and  be  payable  in  the 
manner  provided  in  the  Credit  Agreement. 

The  Series  2006A  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  optional  and  mandatory  sinking  fund 
redemption  or  prepayment  prior  to  maturity  under  the  terms  and  conditions  and  at  the  prices 
set  forth  in  the  Credit  Agreement.  The  principal  and  interest  on  the  Series  2006A  Bonds 
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subject  to  redemption  or  prepayment  shall  be  paid  from  the  Series  2006A  Bond  Account, 
pursuant  to  Section  10  hereof. 

At  the  time  the  Treasurer  or  the  Controller  or  his  or  her  designee  determines  to  optionally 
redeem  or  prepay  any  of  the  Series  2006A  Bonds  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Treasurer  or  his  or  her 
agent  may  establish  a  redemption  account  to  be  described  or  known  as  the  'Taxable  General 
Obligation  Bonds  (Seismic  Safety  Loan  Program,  1992),  Series  2006A  Redemption  Account" 
(the  "Series  2006A  Redemption  Account")  and  prior  to  or  on  the  redemption  date  there  may  be 
set  aside  in  said  Series  2006A  Redemption  Account  moneys  available  for  the  purpose  and 
sufficient  to  redeem  or  prepay  the  Series  2006A  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  or 
prepayment.  Said  moneys  set  aside  in  the  Series  2006A  Redemption  Account  shall  be  used 
solely  for  the  purpose  of,  and  shall  be  applied  on  or  after  the  redemption  or  prepayment  date  to, 
payment  of  the  Series  2006A  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  or  prepaid.  Any  interest  due  on  or  prior  to 
the  redemption  date  may  be  paid  from  the  Series  2006A  Bond  Account  as  provided  in  Section 
1 0  hereof  or  from  the  Series  2006A  Redemption  Account.  Moneys  held  from  time  to  time  in  the 
Series  2006A  Redemption  Account  shall  be  invested  by  the  Treasurer  pursuant  to  the  City's 
policies  and  guidelines  for  investment  of  General  Fund  moneys.  If,  after  all  of  the  Series  2006A 
Bonds  have  been  redeemed  and  canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are  moneys  remaining  in 
said  Series  2006A  Redemption  Account,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund 
of  the  City  or  to  such  other  fund  or  account  as  required  by  applicable  law;  provided,  however, 
that  if  said  moneys  are  part  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  bonds,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred 
pursuant  to  the  resolution  authorizing  such  refunding  bonds. 

Section  10.  Series  2006A  Bond  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the 
Treasurer  a  special  account  in  the  Taxable  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Seismic  Safety  Loan 
Program)  Bond  Fund  (the  "Bond  Fund")  created  pursuant  to  Section  4  of  the  Authorizing 
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Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "Taxable  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Seismic  Safety  Loan 
Program,  1992),  Series  2006A  Bond  Account"  (the  "Series  2006A  Bond  Account"),  to  be  held 
separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on 
deposit  in  the  Series  2006A  Bond  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  2006A  Bond 
Account. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  the  Series 
2006A  Bonds  is  due,  including  any  Series  2006A  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  or 
prepayment  on  said  date,  the  Treasurer  shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series  2006A 
Bond  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Fund  pursuant  to  Section  4  of  the  Authorizing 
Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available  moneys  contained  in  the  Series 
2006A  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal  and  interest  on  the  Series  2006A  Bonds  on 
such  date. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Series  2006A  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  or 
prepaid  at  the  option  of  the  City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and 
deposit  in  the  Series  2006A  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Fund 
pursuant  to  Section  4  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any 
available  moneys  contained  in  the  Series  2006A  Redemption  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay 
principal,  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  such  Series  2006A  Bonds  on  such  date.  The 
Treasurer  may  make  such  other  provision  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  and  any 
premium  on  the  Series  2006A  Bonds  as  is  necessary  or  convenient  to  permit  the  optional 
redemption  or  prepayment  of  the  Series  2006A  Bonds. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2006A  Bond  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  Treasurer  may 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2006A  Bond  Account  with  other  City  moneys 
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or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2006A  Bond  Account  into  a  separate  fund  or  funds 
for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series 
2006A  Bond  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such 
commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  Treasurer.  Any  premium  or  accrued  interest  received 
upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  2006A  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Series  2006A  Bond 
Account. 

Section  1 1 .  Series  2006A  Loan  Repayment  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with 
the  Treasurer  a  special  loan  repayment  account  in  the  Taxable  General  Obligation  Bonds 
(Seismic  Safety  Loan  Program,  1992)  Loan  Repayment  Fund  (the  "Loan  Repayment  Fund") 
created  pursuant  to  Section  5  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "Taxable 
General  Obligation  Bonds  (Seismic  Safety  Loan  Program,  1992)  Series  2006A  Loan 
Repayment  Account"  (the  "Series  2006A  Loan  Repayment  Account")  to  be  held  separate  and 
apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  regularly  scheduled  loan  repayments  received 
from  loans  the  proceeds  of  which  were  derived  from  the  Series  2006A  Bonds  (other  than 
prepayments,  which  shall  be  deposited  in  the  hereinafter  defined  Series  2006A  Prepayment 
Account)  shall  be  deposited  upon  receipt  by  the  Treasurer  in  the  Series  2006A  Loan 
Repayment  Account. 

So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  are  outstanding  or  authorized  but  unissued,  moneys  in 
said  account  shall  be  used  solely  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the 
Series  2006A  Bonds  as  such  principal  and  interest  shall  become  due  and  payable  or  upon 
redemption;  provided,  however,  that  when  the  principal  and  interest  due  on  all  Bonds  is  paid 
and  there  is  no  remaining  Bond  authorization,  any  balance  of  money  then  remaining  in  said 
fund  may  be  used  for  any  lawful  purpose,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  making  additional  loans 
for  seismic  strengthening  of  unreinforced  masonry  buildings  and  the  payment  of  debt  service 
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or  the  redemption  of  other  outstanding  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  City,  as  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney. 

Section  12.  Series  2006A  Loan  Account  and  Series  2006A  Costs  of  Issuance  Account. 
There  is  hereby  established  with  the  Treasurer  a  special  loan  account  in  the  Seismic  Safety 
Loan  Fund  (the  "Loan  Fund")  created  pursuant  to  Section  14  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to 
be  designated  the  "Taxable  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Seismic  Safety  Loan  Program,  1992), 
Series  2006A  Loan  Account"  (the  "Series  2006A  Loan  Account")  and  a  special  costs  of 
issuance  account  to  be  designated  as  the  "Taxable  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Seismic  Safety 
Loan  Program,  1992),  Series  2006A  Costs  of  Issuance  Account"  (the  "Series  2006A  Cost  of 
Issuance  Account").  Such  Series  2006A  Loan  Account  and  Series  2006A  Costs  of  Issuance 
Account  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  funds  and  accounts.  All  proceeds 
from  the  sale  of  the  Series  2006A  Bonds  (except  any  premium  and/or  accrued  interest  on 
such  sale  which  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Series  2006A  Bond  Account  pursuant  to  Section  10 
of  this  Resolution)  shall  be  deposited  by  the  Treasurer  in  the  Series  2006A  Loan  Account  and 
Series  2006A  Costs  of  Issuance  Account  as  directed  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance. 

All  moneys  in  the  Series  2006A  Loan  Account  shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  object 
and  purpose  specified  in  the  proposition  set  forth  in  Section  3  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 
All  moneys  in  the  Series  2006A  Costs  of  Issuance  Account  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the  Series  2006A  Bonds.  Costs  of  issuance  of  the  Series 
2006A  Bonds  shall  include,  without  limitation,  mailing  and  publication  expenses,  the  fees  and 
expenses  of  financial  consultants  and  co-bond  counsel,  fees  payable  under  the  Credit 
Agreement  and  the  reimbursement  of  City  departmental  expenses  in  connection  with  the 
issuance  of  the  Series  2006A  Bonds.  Any  moneys  remaining  in  the  Series  2006A  Costs  of 
Issuance  Account  when  all  such  costs  have  been  paid  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Series 
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2006A  Loan  Account  as  directed  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance.  Any  moneys  remaining  in 
the  Series  2006A  Loan  Account  when  the  object  and  purpose  set  forth  above  have  been 
accomplished  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Series  2006A  Bond  Account  or  the  Series  2006A 
Redemption  Account  as  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  shall  direct  in  writing. 

Within  the  Series  2006A  Loan  Account  there  are  hereby  established  two  loan 
subaccounts  to  be  designated  the  "Series  2006A  Market  Rate  Loan  Subaccount"  and  the 
"Series  2006A  Below  Market  Rate  Loan  Subaccount."  The  Director  of  Public  Finance,  in 
consultation  with  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing,  shall  direct  the  deposit  of 
available  proceeds  of  the  Series  2006A  Bonds  in  the  Series  2006A  Loan  Account  to  one  of 
the  two  subaccounts;  provided,  however,  that  no  more  than  $20,000,000  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  Series  2006A  Bonds  may  be  deposited  into  the  Series  2006A  Market  Rate  Loan 
Subaccount  and  no  more  than  $15,000,000  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  2006A  Bonds  may 
be  deposited  into  the  Series  2006A  Below  Market  Rate  Loan  Subaccount.  Amounts  in  each 
respective  subaccount  shall  be  subject  to  the  restrictions  imposed  under  Proposition  A  for 
such  type  of  loan,  the  provisions  of  which  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

Section  13.  Prepayment  Fund.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  Treasurer  a 
special  account  in  the  Taxable  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Seismic  Safety  Loan  Program, 
1992)  Prepayment  Fund  (the  "Prepayment  Fund")  created  pursuant  to  Section  15  of  the 
Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be  designated  as  the  "Taxable  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Seismic 
Safety  Loan  Program,  1992),  Series  2006A  Prepayment  Account"  (the  "Series  2006A 
Prepayment  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All 
loan  prepayments  received  from  loans  the  proceeds  of  which  were  derived  from  the  Series 
2006A  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  upon  receipt  by  the  Treasurer  in  the  Series  2006A 
Prepayment  Account.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2006A 
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Prepayment  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  2006A  Prepayment  Account.  Amounts  in  | 
the  Series  2006A  Prepayment  Account  shall  be  used  solely  for  the  purpose  of  redeeming  or 
prepaying  Series  2006A  Bonds  or  for  paying  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Series  2006A 
Bonds  as  the  same  becomes  due  on  or  before  their  maturity  date  or  prior  redemption  date,  as 
the  Director  of  Public  Finance  may  direct  in  writing. 

When  all  of  the  principal  and  interest  on  the  bonds  authorized  under  Proposition  A 
have  been  paid,  any  balance  of  money  then  remaining  in  the  Series  2006A  Prepayment 
Account  may  be  used  for  any  lawful  purpose,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  making  additional 
loans  for  seismic  strengthening  of  unreinforced  masonry  buildings  and  the  payment  of  debt 
service  or  the  redemption  of  other  outstanding  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  City,  as  shall 
be  determined  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney. 

Section  14.  Appointment  of  Agents.  The  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
appoint  one  or  more  agents  as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent 
permitted  by  applicable  law  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve 
as  paying  agent,  fiscal  agent,  rebate  calculation  agent  or  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Series 
2006A  Bonds  or  may  assist  the  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such 
other  duties  as  the  Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  the  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents 
appointed  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  1 5.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Series  2006A 
Bonds  may  be  provided  for  prior  to  such  Series  2006A  Bonds'  respective  stated  maturities  by 
irrevocably  depositing  with  the  Treasurer  (or  any  commercial  bank  or  trust  company  designated 
by  the  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrow  agent  with  respect  thereto): 
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(a)  An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  such  Series 
2006A  Bonds  or  a  portion  thereof,  and  ail  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except  that  in  the 
case  of  Series  2006A  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  such  Series  2006A  Bonds' 
respective  stated  maturities  and  in  respect  of  which  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  have  been 
given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have 
been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be  deposited  shall  be  the  principal  amount  thereof,  all 
unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the  redemption  date,  and  any  premium  due  on  such  redemption  date; 
or 

(b)  Defeasance  Securities  (as  herein  defined)  not  subject  to  call,  except  as 
provided  below  in  the  definition  thereof,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and  in  such 
amounts,  together  with  interest  earnings  and  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without  reinvestment,  as 
certified  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  and 
all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  redemption  date,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  any  premium 
due  on  the  Series  2006A  Bonds  to  be  paid  or  redeemed,  as  such  principal  and  interest  come 
due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  the  Series  2006A  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to 
maturity,  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  be  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an 
irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City;  then,  all  obligations  of 
the  City  with  respect  to  said  outstanding  Series  2006A  Bonds  shall  cease  and  terminate,  except 
only  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  funds  deposited  pursuant  to 
paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  15,  to  the  owners  of  said  Series  2006A  Bonds  all  sums  due 
with  respect  thereto;  provided,  that  the  City  shall  have  received  an  opinion  of  nationally 
recognized  bond  counsel,  that  provision  for  the  payment  of  said  Series  2006A  Bonds  has  been 
made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  15. 
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For  purpose  of  this  Section  1 5,  "Defeasance  Securities"  shall  mean  any  of  the  following 
which  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for  the  moneys 
proposed  to  be  invested  therein: 

(1)  United  States  Obligations  (as  herein  defined);  and 

(2)  Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the  following 
conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity,  or  the 
trustee  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling  and  redemption  and  the 
issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than  as  set  forth  in  such 
instructions;  (b)the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  and/or  United  States  Obligations; 

(c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States  Obligations  (plus  any  cash  in  the  escrow 
fund  or  the  redemption  account)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  municipal  obligations; 

(d)  the  United  States  Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the  municipal  obligations  are  held  by  the 
Treasurer  or,  if  appointed  by  the  Treasurer  pursuant  to  Section  14  hereof,  an  escrow  agent  or 
trustee;  (e)  the  United  States  Obligations  are  not  available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims,  including 
those  against  the  trustee  or  escrow  agent;  and  (f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated,  at  the  time 
of  original  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund,  the  highest  ratings  category  by  any  two  of  the  three  Rating 
Agencies  (as  defined  herein). 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  1 5,  "United  States  Obligations"  shall  mean  (i)  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds  which 
have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry  form  or 
(ii)  any  security  issued  by  an  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States  of  America  which  is 
selected  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  that  results  in  the  escrow  fund  being  the  highest 
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ratings  category  by  any  two  of  the  three  Rating  Agencies  (as  defined  herein)  at  the  time  of  the 
initial  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund  and  upon  any  substitution  or  subsequent  deposit  to  the  escrow 
fund. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  15,  "Rating  Agencies"  shall  mean  Moody's  Investors  Service, 
Inc.  ("Moody's"),  Fitch  Ratings  ("Fitch"),  and  Standard  and  Poor's  Rating  Services,  a  division  of 
The  McGraw-Hill  Companies,  Inc.  ("S&P"),  or  any  other  nationally-recognized  bond  rating 
agency  which  is  the  successor  to  any  of  the  foregoing  rating  agencies. 

Section  16.  Modification  to  Documents.  Any  City  official  authorized  by  this  Resolution  to 
execute  any  document  is  hereby  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  to 
approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  to  the  document  or 
documents  such  official  is  authorized  to  execute  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  (provided 
that  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  shall  not  authorize  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  Series  2006A  Bonds  in  excess  of  $35,000,000  or  conflict  with  the  terms  of 
Proposition  A  or  the  provisions  of  Section  4  hereof).  The  approval  of  any  change,  addition, 
amendment  or  modification  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced 
conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  17.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  officials,  employees  and  agents 
of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Series  2006A  Bonds  are  hereby 
approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  18.  Relationship  to  Authorizing  Resolution.  In  the  event  of  any  conflict  between 
this  Resolution  and  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  the  terms  of  this  Resolution  shall  control. 

Section  19.  Accountability  Reports.  The  Series  2006A  Bonds  are  subject  to  Article  VIII  of 
Chapter  2  of  the  City's  Administrative  Code.  Accountability  report(s)  with  respect  to  the  Series 
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2006A  Bonds  have  been  or  shall  be  submitted  at  the  time(s)  and  in  the  manner  required  by  said 
Article  VIII. 

Section  20.  General  Authority.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board,  the  Mayor,  the  Treasurer,  the 
Director  of  Public  Finance,  the  City  Attorney  and  the  Controller  are  each  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  take  any  and  all  steps  and  to  issue,  deliver  or 
enter  into  any  and  all  certificates,  requisitions,  agreements,  notices,  consents,  and  other 
documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this  resolution,  including  but 
not  limited  to  letters  of  representations  to  any  depository  or  depositories  which  they  or  any  of 
them  might  deem  necessary  or  appropriate  in  order  to  consummate  the  lawful  issuance,  sale 
and  delivery  of  the  Series  2006A  Bonds.

[Third  Amendment  to  John  Stewart  Company  Sublease  of  Housing  Units  on  Treasure  Island] 


Resolution  approving  and  authorizing  the  Director  of  Island  Operations  for  the 
Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  to  execute  a  third  amendment  to  the  sublease 
with  the  John  Stewart  Company  to  extend  the  term. 

WHEREAS,  On  May  2,  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No.  380-97, 
authorizing  the  Mayor's  Treasure  Island  Project  Office  to  establish  a  nonprofit  public  benefit 
corporation  known  as  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (the  "Authority")  to  act  as  a 
single  entity  focused  on  the  planning,  redevelopment,  reconstruction,  rehabilitation,  reuse  and 
conversion  of  former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  (the  "Base")  for  the  public  interest, 
convenience,  welfare  and  common  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997,  which  amended 
Section  33492.5  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  and  added  Section  2.1  to  Chapter 
1333  of  the  Statutes  of  1968  (the  "Act"),  the  California  legislature  (i)  designated  the  Authority 
as  a  redevelopment  agency  under  California  redevelopment  law  with  authority  over  the  Base 
upon  approval  of  the  City's  Board  of  Supervisors,  and,  (ii)  with  respect  to  those  portions  of  the 
Base  which  are  subject  to  the  Tidelands  Trust,  vested  in  the  Authority  the  authority  to 
administer  the  public  trust  for  commerce,  navigation  and  fisheries  as  to  such  property;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  March  17,  1999,  The  John  Stewart  Company  ("JSCo")  and  the 
Authority  entered  into  a  Sublease,  Development,  Marketing  and  Property  Management 
Agreement,  as  amended  on  August  15,  2000  by  the  First  Amendment  to  Sublease, 
Development,  Marketing  and  Property  Management  Agreement,  and  on  June  12,  2003  by  the 
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Second  Amendment  to  Sublease,  Development,  Marketing  and  Property  Management 
Agreement  (collectively,  the  "Sublease"),  for  the  development,  marketing  and  property 
management  of  up  to  766  housing  units  at  the  Base;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Base  Closure  Community  Redevelopment  and  Homeless 
Assistance  Act  of  1994,  the  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative  ("TIHDI")  and 
the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  negotiated  a  Base  Closure  Homeless  Assistance 
Agreement  and  Option  to  Sublease  Real  Property,  which  was  endorsed  by  the  City's  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  approved  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  in  connection  with  its  consideration  of  the  Draft  Reuse  Plan  for  the  Base  (the 
"TIHDI  Agreement");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  TIHDI  Agreement,  TIHDI,  among  other  things,  was  granted  the 
right,  upon  satisfaction  of  certain  conditions  precedent,  to  have  one  or  more  of  its  member 
organizations  sublease  up  to  375  housing  units  on  the  Base,  as  more  particularly  described  in 
the  TIHDI  Agreement  (the  "TIHDI  Units");  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  connection  with  the  TIHDI  Agreement,  the  Authority  and  TIHDI  entered 
into  that  certain  Revenue  Sharing  and  Consent  Agreement  dated  March  1,  1999,  as  amended 
by  the  First  Amendment  to  Revenue  Sharing  Agreement  dated  as  of  August,  2000 
(collectively,  the  "Sharing  Agreement"),  pursuant  to  which  1 12  of  the  TIHDI  Units  on  Treasure 
Island  and  41  TIHDI  Units  on  Yerba  Buena  Island  were  included  as  part  of  JSCo's  leased 
premises  under  the  Sublease  in  exchange  for  the  Authority's  agreement  to  pay  TIHDI  a  share 
of  the  Authority's  net  revenues  generated  by  such  TIHDI  Units;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Sublease  and  the  Sharing  Agreement,  upon  expiration  of 
the  initial  term  of  the  Sublease,  JSCo  is  required  to  deliver  to  the  Authority  1 53  TIHDI  Units  for 
sublease  by  TIHDI's  member  organizations  as  residential  units;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  TIHDI  requested  that  the  Authority  and  JSCo  initially  return  only  54  TIHDI 
Units;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  March  22,  2006  at  a  properly  noticed  public  meeting,  the  Authority 
authorized  the  Executive  Director  to  enter  into  a  second  amendment  to  the  Sharing 
Agreement  which,  among  other  things  (1 )  decreased  from  1 53  to  54  the  number  of  TIHDI 
Units  to  be  delivered  to  the  Authority  for  sublease  by  TIHDI  member  organizations  upon 
expiration  of  the  initial  term  of  the  Sublease,  (2)  delayed  the  date  that  the  54  TIHDI  Units  will 
be  delivered  to  the  Authority  for  sublease  to  TIHDI  member  organizations  for  homeless  and 
economically  disadvantaged  San  Franciscans  in  accordance  with  the  TIHD!  Agreement  from 
April  17,  2007  to  July  1,  2007,  (3)  required  the  Authority  to  use  good  faith  efforts  to  sublease 
such  54  TIHDI  Units  to  TIHDI  member  organizations,  and  (4)  simplified  the  method  used  to 
calculate  the  amount  of  net  revenue  that  is  distributed  to  the  Authority  pursuant  to  Section 
1 5.3  of  the  Sublease  and  shared  with  TIHDI  pursuant  to  Section  5  of  the  Sharing  Agreement; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Sublease  will  expire  on  April  17,  2007;  and, 
WHEREAS,  On  March  22,  2006  at  a  properly  noticed  public  meeting,  the  authority's 
Board  of  Directors  (1 )  authorized  the  Executive  Director  to  enter  into  a  third  amendment  to  the 
Sublease  to  extend  the  term  of  the  Sublease  on  a  month-to-month  basis  after  April  17,  2007, 
not  to  exceed  the  effective  date  of  a  disposition  and  development  agreement  between  the 
Authority  and  a  master  developer  for  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island,  and  (2)  found 
and  determined,  based  upon  all  evidence  in  the  record,  including  without  limitation  information 
presented  orally  by  Authority  staff  at  the  March  22,  2006  meeting,  as  follows: 

1 .  Revenue  from  the  residential  leasing  under  the  Sublease  is  a  significant  part 
of  the  Authority's  revenues  which  supports  both  (i)  the  interim  operations  of  Treasure  Island 
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and  Yerba  Buena  Island  and  (ii)  planning  and  related  activities  in  connection  with  the  long 
term  redevelopment  of  such  islands;  and, 

2.  Due  to  Sublease  provisions  restricting  JSCo's  ability  to  offer  residential 
subleases  on  the  Islands  for  terms  longer  than  12  months,  which  significantly  limit  the 
marketability  of  the  residential  leasing  under  the  Sublease,  a  change  in  management  would 
threaten  the  stability  of  leasing  activities  on  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  and 
potentially  cause  uncertainty  among  the  residents;  and 

3.  Due  to  the  uncertainties  associated  with  the  timing  of  (i)  the  completion  of 
negotiations  for  the  transfer  of  the  islands  from  the  Navy  to  the  Authority,  and  (ii)  the 
completion  of  negotiations  for  a  disposition  and  development  agreement  with  a  master 
developer  of  the  islands,  the  Authority  wishes  to  maintain  the  flexibility  to  be  able  to  terminate 
the  Sublease  upon  30  days'  written  notice;  and, 

4.  Given  the  complexities  and  inter-relationship  of  the  TIHDI  Agreement,  the 
Sharing  Agreement,  and  the  Sublease,  further  competitive  solicitation  for  the  sublease  and 
rental  of  the  residential  units  currently  under  the  Sublease  would  be  unavailing,  and  it  is  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  Authority  and  the  island  residents  to  extend  the  Sublease  as  proposed  by 
the  Authority  staff;  and, 

5.  That  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Sublease  will  serve  the  goals  of  the 
Authority  and  the  public  interests  of  the  City;  and 

6.  That  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Sublease 
are  fair  and  reasonable;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  April  17,  2006  at  a  properly  noticed  public  meeting,  the  Authority's 
Board  of  Directors  adopted  Resolution  No.  06-28-04/17  declaring  its  policy  that  none  of  the 
households  in  good  standing  that  currently  occupy  the  54  TIHDI  Units  will  be  evicted  from  the 
island  to  accommodate  the  transfer  of  the  units  to  TIHDI  and  that  all  of  the  affected 
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households  planning  to  stay  on  Treasure  Island  will  be  given  the  opportunity  to  relocate  to 
another  comparable  unit  at  a  comparable  rent  on  Treasure  Island  before  the  units  transition  to 
TIHDI  and  directing  the  Authority  staff  to  work  with  JSCo  to  provide  certain  benefits  to  ensure 
an  effective  transition  of  households,  including  one  month's  free  rent;  now  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  third 
amendment  to  the  Sublease  to  extend  the  term  of  the  Sublease  on  a  month-to-month  basis 
after  April  17,  2007,  not  to  exceed  the  effective  date  of  a  disposition  and  development 
agreement  between  the  Authority  and  a  master  developer  for  Treasure  Island  and  Verba 
Buena  Island;  and, 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby 
authorizes  the  Director  of  Island  Operations  for  the  Authority  to  execute  and  enter  into  the 
third  amendment  to  the  Sublease  in  substantially  the  form  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in 
File  No.      061548         and  any  additions,  amendments  or  other  modifications  to  such 
amendment  (including,  without  limitation,  its  exhibits)  that  the  Director  of  Island  Operations  of 
the  Authority  or  her  designee  determines,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  are  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  Authority  and  do  not  otherwise  materially  increase  the  obligations  or  liabilities 
of  the  Authority,  and  are  necessary  or  advisable  to  effectuate  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this 
resolution.

[Fourth  Amendment  to  John  Stewart  Company  Sublease  of  Housing  Units  on  Treasure  Island] 

Resolution  approving  and  authorizing  the  Director  of  Island  Operations  for  the 
Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  to  execute  a  fourth  amendment  to  the  sublease 
with  the  John  Stewart  Company  to  increase  utility  rates. 

WHEREAS,  On  May  2,  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No.  380-97, 
authorizing  the  Mayor's  Treasure  Island  Project  Office  to  establish  a  nonprofit  public  benefit 
corporation  known  as  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (the  "Authority")  to  act  as  a 
single  entity  focused  on  the  planning,  redevelopment,  reconstruction,  rehabilitation,  reuse  and 
conversion  of  former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  (the  "Base")  for  the  public  interest, 
convenience,  welfare  and  common  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997,  which  amended 
Section  33492.5  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  and  added  Section  2.1  to  Chapter 
1333  of  the  Statutes  of  1968  (the  "Act"),  the  California  legislature  (i)  designated  the  Authority 
as  a  redevelopment  agency  under  California  redevelopment  law  with  authority  over  the  Base 
upon  approval  of  the  City's  Board  of  Supervisors,  and,  (ii)  with  respect  to  those  portions  of  the 
Base  which  are  subject  to  the  Tidelands  Trust,  vested  in  the  Authority  the  authority  to

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  one  of  the  largest  populations  in  the  nation  of  people 
living  with  AIDS,  many  of  whom  use  cannabis  for  medical  purposes,  and  also  the  home  to 
over  700  women  who  are  diagnosed  with  breast  cancer  on  an  annual  basis;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Over  the  past  30  years,  the  City  of  San  Francisco  has  maintained  policies 
to  prevent  the  abuse  of  law  enforcement  in  relation  to  the  use  of  marijuana;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  November  2006,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  a 
comprehensive  City  regulation  for  permitting  Medical  Cannabis  Dispensaries  (MCD's);  and,

an  ordinance  to  make  "Marijuana  Offenses  the  Lowest  Law  Enforcement  Priority"  in  San

WHEREAS,  Public  awareness  about  the  severity  of  the  health  consequences  of 
consuming  tobacco  products  is  significantly  lower  among  working  class  and  immigrant 
communities  throughout  the  United  States;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  2000  United  States  Census  nearly  1  in  5  people  speak  a 
language  other  than  English  at  home,  and  1  in  20  U.S.  adults  are  not  literate  in  English;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  survey  of  150  smokers  in  the  San  Francisco  area  conducted  by 
POWER  showed  that,  97%  of  Spanish  and  Chinese  speaking  persons  said  they  "did  not 
know"  or  "could  not  understand"  the  meaning  of  the  cigarette  warning  label  when  given  a 
leaflet  with  all  four  Surgeon  General  Warnings;  and

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Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel,  is  hereby  authorized  to  approve  and  make  such 
modifications,  changes  or  additions  to  the  City  Agreements  as  may  be  necessary  or 
advisable,  provided  that  such  modification  does  not  authorize  an  aggregate  principal  amount 
of  Bonds  in  excess  of  $19,500,000,  provide  for  a  final  maturity  on  the  Bonds  later  than 
March  1 ,  2012,  or  provide  for  the  Bonds  to  bear  interest  at  a  rate  in  excess  of  twelve  percent 
(12%)  per  annum.  The  approval  of  any  modification,  addition  or  change  to  any  of  the 
aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of 
the  document  in  question. 

Section  8.  Low  Income  Housing  Findings.  This  Board  hereby  finds  and  determines 
that  this  Resolution  constitutes  final  approval  of  a  proposal  that  may  result  in  housing 
assistance  benefiting  persons  of  low  income  within  the  meaning  of  Section  36005  of  Health 
and  Safety  Code.  Furthermore,  this  Board  finds  and  determines  that,  the  City's  support  of  the 
Project  does  not  constitute  an  activity  to  "develop,  construct,  or  acquire"  a  low  rent  housing 
project  pursuant  to  Section  37001.5(a)  and  (d)  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code. 

Section  9.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  and  agents  of  the 
City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Bonds  are  hereby  approved,  confirmed  and 
ratified. 

Section  10.  General  Authority.  The  proper  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed,  for  and  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  take 
any  and  all  actions  and  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  certificates,  agreements  and  other 
documents,  including  but  not  limited  to  those  documents  described  in  the  Indenture  and  the 
other  documents  herein  approved,  which  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  deem  necessary  or 
advisable  in  order  to  consummate  the  lawful  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  and  to 
effectuate  the  purposes  thereof  and  of  the  documents  herein  approved  in  accordance  with  this 
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Resolution. 

Section  11.    All  documents  referenced  herein  as  being  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 

Board  are  located  in  File  No.  070214  ,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this 

resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein.

[Resolution  condemning  the  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  (ICE)  Raids,  opposing 
proposed  guest  worker  programs  and  supporting  legalization  programs  for  immigrants.] 

Resolution  condemning  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  (I.C.E.)  raids,  opposing 
guest  worker  programs,  and  supporting  legalization  programs  for  immigrants  living  in 
the  United  States. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  values  all  of  its  residents  whether 
they  be  citizens,  legal  residents  or  undocumented,  and  strive  towards  all  residents  being  able 
to  work  and  live  free  from  discrimination,  exploitation,  and  repressive  federal  immigration 
enforcement;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  "Operation  Return  to  Sender",  Homeland  Security  and  Immigration 
and  Custom  Enforcement  (ICE)  has  conducted  raids,  individual  detentions,  arrests  and 
deportations,  and  in  the  process  Federal  agents  have  targeted  private  homes,  commercial 
buildings,  stores  and  have  harassed  individuals  on  the  street  in  immigrant  neighborhoods; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  community  and  media  sources,  such  as  the  Contra  Costa 
Times  which  reported  over  100  detentions  in  Contra  Costa  alone,  approximately  300  people 
have  been  detained  in  the  Bay  Area  since  the  beginning  of  Operation  Return  to  Sender;  and, 

WHEREAS,  These  enforcement  activities  have  taken  place  in  recent  weeks  in  Bay 
Area  cities  like  Redwood  City,  Richmond,  Concord,  San  Mateo  and  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  During  some  of  these  raids,  witnesses  have  reported  that  federal  agents 
have  identified  themselves  as  local  police,  have  forcibly  entered  people's  homes  without 
warrants,  and  have  used  intimidation  and  harassment  and  in  a  few  cases,  federal  agents  were 
seen  in  close  proximity  to  schools;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  San  Francisco,  witnesses  have  seen  federal  agents  in  various 
neighborhoods,  including  the  Excelsior  District,  the  Tenderloin  and  the  Mission  District  where 
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on  February  6,  2007  federal  agents  raided  a  home  at  23rd  and  Bryant  and  arrested  five 
people,  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  of  San  Francisco  passed  its  City  of  Refuge  Ordinance  and  its  INS 
Raid  Free  Resolution  in  order  to  support  all  residents',  including  undocumented  people's  right 
to  live  in  San  Francisco  free  from  fear  of  abuse  and  raids  of  federal  INS  officials;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Raids  and  other  enforcement  activities  based  on  people's  immigration 
status  separates  families,  causes  people  to  not  access  services,  and  creates  a  general 
climate  of  terror;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Congress  is  currently  considering  legislation  that  would  legalize 
undocumented  immigrants  in  this  country  and  granting  legalization  is  a  fair  and  just  way  of 
addressing  undocumented  migration  to  this  country  and  avoids  the  criminalization  of 
immigrant  communities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Congress  is  also  considering  a  new  temporary  (or  guest)  worker  program, 
which  would  lead  to  the  exploitation  of  immigrant  workers,  and  would  weaken  all  workers' 
ability  to  organize;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Guestworker  programs  are  not  a  just  or  a  fair  way  to  address  future 
migration  and  create  a  second  tier  of  workers  with  fewer  rights  and  less  job  security;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Current  guest  worker  programs  allow  labor  contractors  to  maintain 
blacklists  of  workers  who  may  work  slowly  or  demand  labor  rights  and  once  blacklisted  are 
barred  from  working  in  the  United  States  again;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  current  guest  worker  programs,  lawyers  spend  years  in  court  trying 
to  get  back  wages  for  cheated  immigrants  from  contractors  whom  the  Department  of  Labor 
almost  never  decertifies  for  such  abuse;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Under  current  programs,  and  in  the  new  congressional  proposals,  if 
workers  lose  their  jobs,  they  must  leave,  making  deportation  a  punishment  for  being

WHEREAS,  Guestworkers  don't  receive  unemployment  insurance,  disability  or 
workers'  compensation  payments  while  companies  save  money  and  avoid  bad  publicity  by

WHEREAS,  By  their  nature,  guest  worker  programs  are  low-wage  schemes,  intended 
to  supply  plentiful  labor  to  corporate  employers,  at  a  price  they  want  to  pay;  and  now,

Resolution  authorizing  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  accept  and  expend  a 
grant  in  the  amount  of  $200,000  from  the  Sidney  E.  Frank  Foundation  to  carry  out  the 
critical  task  of  engaging  key  stakeholders  and  interest  groups  to  solicit  input  and  build 
support  for  a  tidal  energy  project. 

WHEREAS,  Based  on  the  evaluation  of  responses  to  a  request  for  proposal,  the 
Sidney  E.  Frank  Foundation  has  selected  the  Department  of  the  Environment's  Energy 
Program  to  be  the  recipient  of  $200,000  in  funding  to  engage  key  stakeholders  in  a  process  to, 
build  support  for  a  tidal  energy  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  May  2003,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  resolution 
296-03  to  support  the  development  of  a  pilot  project  for  electric  power  generation  from  tidal 
energy  in  San  Francisco  Bay;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Building  a  tidal  energy  project  at  the  Golden  Gate  will  help  the  City  meet 
its  growing  energy  needs  from  a  clean,  renewable,  locally  available  source,  and  serve  as  a 
catalyst  for  other  large-scale,  innovative  renewable  energy  projects  not  only  around  the  state 
and  country,  but  also  for  the  rest  of  the  world;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  the  Environment  and  San  Francisco 
Public  Utilities  Commission  are  working  together  to  develop  a  small-scale  pilot  project  to  test 
the  applicability  of  the  best  available  tidal  energy  technology  in  our  waters,  and  to  understand 
the  potential  environmental  impacts;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  unique  tidal  energy  resource  is  unmatched  in  California  or 
anywhere  else  in  the  lower  48  states;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  volume  and  speed  of  water  passing  through  the  Golden  Gate, 
coupled  with  the  depth  of  water  below  the  bridge  itself,  provide  a  near-perfect  setting  for  the 
deployment  of  a  tidal  energy  generation  system;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  conservatively  estimated  that  the  Golden  Gate  site  has  35.5 
megawatts  of  extractable  average  annual  power,  and  that  15-17  average  megawatts  of  this 
power  could  be  extracted  by  technologies  currently  in  various  stages  of  development;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  cost  of  electricity  generated,  assuming  incentives  similar  to  those 
provided  to  other  renewable  resources,  is  estimated  at  6-9  cents  per  kilowatt-hour — a  cost 
competitive  with  current  wind  and  natural  gas  generation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Tidal  power  has  been  used  around  the  world  since  the  early  1900s,  but 
never  at  the  large,  environmentally  friendly  scale  becoming  available  today;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Building  on  advances  in  the  wind  and  off-shore  oil  industries,  tidal  power 
generation  has  advanced  significantly  with  improvements  in  turbine  technologies;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  grant  does  not  require  an  ASO  amendment;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  grant  budget  does  not  include  provision  for  indirect  costs,  however 
does  include  provision  for  $39,870  for  departmental  overhead;  now,  therefore,  be  it

Bayview  Hunters  Point,  in  order  to  provide  residents  access  to  produce  and  nutritious,

WHEREAS,  GIRLS  2000  is  the  lead  agency  on  the  grant  and  will  be  issuing  $113,700 
of  the  total  grant  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment's  Environmental  Justice  Program  to 
provide  outreach,  education  and  coordination  support;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  grant  does  not  require  an  ASO  amendment;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Food  security  and  access  to  healthy  food  is  a  tremendous  need  in  low-
